LIMA, Peru (AP) - The Pe­ 
ruvian government has released 
an American tuna boat captured 
in the Pacific Friday, but Wash­ 
ington sources said the incident 
could precipitate a cutoff of U S.

The American vessel, Mariner 
was captured by a Peruvian 
navy gunboat which attacked a 
small fishing fleet more than 23 
miles off the Peruvian coast 
The skipper of another vessel 
with machine gun fire before 
the gunboat wras driven off. 
No injuries were reported in

Skipper John Verissirno of the 
San Juan, one of the American 
fishing boats, said tile Peruvian 
gunboat put five men aboard 
the Mariner.

marily to tho se purpo ses. The law pro vides, 
ho wever, fo r chang es in zo ning classificatio n 
by making applicatio n to the City Planning 
Co mmissio n. If the co mmissio n appro ves, it re­ 
lays its finding to City Co uncil, which has the 
final sav as the leg islative autho rity. 
So licito r J. Michael Kapp has pro po sed a 
new interpretatio n o f the law which he says 
wo uld allo w ‘-spo t” chang es in zo ning in a 
quicker, less co mplicated pro cedure. It in­ 
vo lves pro cessing o f applicatiwis fo r variances 
and so -called “special exceptio ns’’ to zo ning 
reg ulatio ns in hearing s befo re the Zo ning Bo ard 
o f .Appeals. 
No do ubt the pro cedure the so licito r o utlines 
wo uld be speedier. The sy.stem as it stands no w 
admittedly is cumberso me and time-co nsuming , 


but appears adaptable to a little streamlining . 


THE QUESTION which arises is this; Will 
this new pro cedure o p« i the g ates to a who le 
series o f ill-c(wisidered applicatio ns fo r zo ning 
chang es—chang es that wo uld no t even be pro - 
no sed by the applicant under the present se4r 
up? 
Will it bypass the necessity fo r public hear­ 
ing s in which residents o f the affected area have 
an o ppo rtunity to express their views pro and 
co n*’ 
Will it finally defeat the purpo se o f the zo ning 
law by making chang es to o easy? 
We realize the so licito r, in making the pro ­ 
po sal, so ug ht ways to expedite equitable find­ 
ing s and had no intentio n o f defeating the pur­ 
po se o f the zo ning law. 
But befo re this new pro cedure is ado pted, we 
believe it sho uld be studied tho ro ug hly by the 
two ag eiicies mo st affected—Co uncil and the 
Planning Co mmissio n. 
We believe that so me respo nsible o fficial o f 
the planning co ncern that drew the o rig inal 
draft o f the zo ning reg ulatio ns sho uld appear be­ 
fo re the lo cal ag encies and spell o ut fo r them 
whether o r no t he believes the chang e wo uld 
be fo r the ultimate g o o d o f the co mmunity, 
it wo uld be a waste o f a lo t o f mo ney and 
co nsiderable time o n the part o f a lo t o f peo ple 
if the zo ning reg ulatio ns were to be emas­ 
culated. Wo r.se, the o rderly develo pment o f 
the city fo r the benefit o f the m ajo ri^ o f resi- 
denits wo uld be sacrificed fo r the g ain o f a

For more than 130 years of its existence as 
a municipal corporation, East Liverpool grew in­ 
to a hodge-podge of ugliness juxtaposed to 
beauty, commercialism ram pant in a residen­ 
tial neighborhood, industry and schools side- 
bv-side. 
The neon-lit hotdog stand glowering across 
the street at the $30,000 home and the junk 
yard peering through a flimsy fence at some­ 
body’s flower-planted lawn were common sights. 
Then along cam e zoning regulations about a 
year ago. They were designed to establish some 
reasonable pattern to the city’s land use — 
residential areas here, business districts there 
and industry in its own little com er, to over­ 
simplify the intent. Since no law can be made 
retroactive, the long-range objective of the 
regulations was to guide future development 
while correcting some of the m istakes of the 
pas'! over the long pull. 


MAYBE THE vacant lot next door won’t 
sprout a Taj Mahal overnight, but at any rate 
the householder also has reasonable assurance 
that it won’t be occupied by a glue factory or 
a collection of pneumatic ham m ers 
Areas which have been zoned for various 
purposes are intended to rem ain devoted pri­ 
m arily to those purposes. The law provides, 
however, for changes in zoning classification 
by making application to the City Planning 
Commission If the commission approves, it re­ 
lays its finding to City Council, which has the 
final say as the legislative authority. 
Solicitor J. Michael Kapp has proposed a 
new interpretation of the Jaw which he says 
would allow ‘‘spot” changes in zoning in a 
quicker, 
less complicated procedure. 
It in­ 
volves processing of applications for variances 
and so-called ‘‘special exceptions” to zoning 
regulations in hearings before the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 
No doubt the procedure the solicitor outlines 
would be speedier. The system as it stands now 
admittedly is cumbersome and time-consuming,

but appears adaptable to a little streamlining. 


THE QUESTION which arises is this: Will 
this new procedure open the gates to a whole 
series of ill-considered applications for zoning 
changes—changes that would not even be pro­ 
posed by the applicant under the present setr 
up? 
Will it bypass the necessity for public hear­ 
ings in which residents of the affected area have 
an opportunity to express their views pro and 
con? 
Will it finally defeat the purpose of the zoning 
law by making changes too easy? 
We realize the solicitor, in making the pro­ 
posal. sought ways to expedite equitable find­ 
ings and had no intention of defeating the pur­ 
pose of the zoning law. 
But before this new procedure is adopted, we 
believe it should be studied thoroughly by the 
two agencies most affected—Council and the 
Planning Commission. 
We believe that some responsible official of 
the planning concern that drew the original 
draft of the zoning regulations should appear be­ 
fore the local agencies and spell out for them 
whether or not he believes the change would 
be for the ultim ate good of the community. 
It would be 
a waste of a lot of money and 
considerable time on the part of a lot of people 
if the zoning regulations were to be em as­ 
culated. Worse, the orderly development of 
the city for the benefit of the m ajority of resi­ 
dents would be sacrificed for the gain of a

None of this would be worthy of mention 
apart from the reports and reviews on the 
sports pages of the newspapers, except that one 
Salem follower and 103 Salem High School stu­ 
dents have addressed themselves to what they 
term prejudice on the part of The Review's 
coverage of the game, and dispatched letters 
to this editor concerning their beliefs 
Arthur Lewis of Salem wrote earlier this

Review sports editor, was at the game this 
year or last year, pointed out a ticket allotm ent 
error denied there was a riot” or that fans 
tried to get onto the floor.

The story adds Hrvatin was pushed and el­ 
bowed by another Potter player,” a different 
interpretation than that of Mr. Lewis. 
It would test the wisdom of the greatest men 
in history to correctly evaluate the truth in a 
high school sports event, where the facts, apart 
from those on the official scoreboard and in 
the books, are twisted and shaped by heated 
emotion, deep loyalties and overly-excited love 
and hatred. 


City police on the scene last week say they 
shuddered at how close the turmoil at the gym 
cam e to a real bloodletting. 
Pierce, who also was present a! last year’s 
game at Salem, in our opinion and those of 
neutral observers, wrote a restrained and faith­ 
ful report of the happenings. The error in list­ 
ing the number of tickets allotted last vear was 
corrected earlier this week. 
He described the fast - moving series of 
events as he saw them, did not emphasize the 
trouble either in the headlines or in the history. 


IT SERVES no useful purpose to review such 
allegations other than to point out that human 
observations are prejudiced by experience and 
personal involvement, and good newspapermen 
rise above their own prejudices to serve the 
real goal of the press - to present accurate 
reports of specific happenings.

It is an even greater challenge 
for a fan, either on the winning or losing side, 
to view a contest with cool disinterest, separ- 
a ing fault-finding or inflated boosterism 
It's a lot less tun. of course But a lot more 
honest w'iien one starts to criticize those wrho 
try.

P 
ROFESSIO N A L BASEBALL lost 
a potential 
com m issioner and as events transpired, Colum ­ 
biana C ounty gained 
a judge w hen Ray m ond S. 
B uzzard of E ast Liverpool hung up his fielder’s 
glove in the early 30’s to pratice law in his hom e 
tow n. 
Baseball was his passion as a y outh, and helped 
pay his w ay through college and law school. A zest 
for com petition born in the dust of the .sandlots 
coupled w ith his innate abilities m ade him a suc­ 
cessful trial law y er. 
From this position, he ran successfully for 
judge of Common Pleas Court_ ^when the second 
judgeship was established in 19 57. 
Judge Buzzard began his third six-y ear term 
Jan. 1, some tw o w eeks after his 6 5th birthday . This 
w ill be his last term , since by law the judgeship is 
dosed to aspirants who w ould reach 70 before the 
term begins. 
“1 think it is a nice way to end up-as a judge,” the 
jurist philosophized. “B^very lawyer would like to be a judge 
whetl>er he admits it or not.” 


HE SAH) HE found himself a captive of his woi'k with 
more than he could handle and, when the .judgeship open­ 
ing came, saw it as “a .good opportunity to get off the merry- 
go-round and get into this part of the work.” 
“I would still be cwinected with the law and have my 
a.ssociations with the same lawyers,” he explained. “I have 
been very happy at Lisbon. Sometimes I miss the competition 
that exists in the trial of a case, but all the saíne time that 
is the ven^ thing that knocks the dickens out oi you _ Bor a 
real thrill'there is nothing that eq uals winning a hotly con­ 
tested lawsuit.” 
Only the judge’s white hair tells on his age. but it adds 
distinction as he rests his head against the back of his black 
leather chair to reflect on some argument or testimony. 
He stands straight as an Indian chief when Bailiff Earl 
B'oster cracks the gavel to call court into session. Under the 
black robe is a muscular. 19 0-pound frame. He spades his 
garden spring and fall, ignores the courthouse elevator and 
attends as manv sporting events as he can. He is looking 
forward to the 'state ba.skeball tournament in Columbus, 


the old telephone office. As secretary-shipping clerk, he 
wrote the letters and packed and shipped the p a t^ t med­ 
icine” which was supposed to be good for what ailed you.

Although elected captain 
for his senior year, the athletic department learned of his pro­ 
fessional status and would not permit him to play. He readily 
admitted having played for pay so he could get through col­ 
lege. 
The collegian worked summers at Crucible Steel 
Midland and played semi-pro ball with New Castk in the Ohio 
& Pennsylvania League and with the Cleveland Tellinjgs semi- 
pro club after being traded by New Castle. He had a trial 
with the Cleveland Indians when Tris Speaker was manager. 


THE BUSY student also earned money waiting tables in 
private dining clubs in the University Circle area, and worked 
nights for the Cleveland board of education as a community 
center director and basketball referee. 
Graduating from Adelbert in 19 26-when the fourth year 
of college also counted as the first year of law school—Judge 
Buzzard stayed out of school for two years to play ba.seball 
and earn money to finish law school. In 1927, he played with 
Fairmount in the Middle Atlantic league, and in 1928 with 
the Youngstown team headed by Frank Mills, father of Jack 
Mills who is ba.sketball coach at United High. 
Judge Buzzard pa.s.sed the bar examination in September 
1930, three months after being graduated from Western Re-

Pa . came to East Liverpool 
after an unsuccessful attempt at homesteading in Iowa, and 
became master mechanic at the old Knowles, Taylor & 
Knowles Co. pottery. 
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serve. He went to work immediately in the office of the late 
W. H. Vodrey of East Liverpool. 
In the firm when he joined was William H. Vodrey Jr^ 
who had been Raymond’s clas.smate in public .school. Donald 
I) Shay joined the firm in 1932, and the name became Vodrey, 
Vodrey, Buzzard and Shay (now Vodrey & Shay). 


THE JUDGE’S sister and brothers are Mrs, Charles E. 
Bryson of Cannons Mills. Paul of East Liverpool, Mary Jane 
and Stuart in the family home on Crawford Ave., Mrs Olive 
Roush of Midland and Mrs. Eileen Everson of Grimms 
Bridge Rd. Beulah. 7, died of diphtheria in 1912. Howard 
died nine y ears ago 
A baseball diamond near the Buzzard home in the 
Klondyke section of East End was Raymond’s playground 
as a youngster. He developed speed and a strong arm 
shagging flies for the older fellows. 
At 17, he was the youngest and only East Liverpool 
player « i the city’s Man 0 ’ War baseball team made up of 
players from Ambridge, Aliq uippa and Pittsburgh. Fred 
Lohman of Salineville. a spitbail specialist, was one of the 
pitchers.

Some tax laws favor charit­ 
able giving. By deducting gifts 
from taxable income dormg 
your lifetime, you may avoid 
certain taxes at deaitih — es­ 
pecially when the gift is some­ 
thing which has increased in 
value such as .stocks, rare 
books or jewelry. 


Marketable stocks are easy 
to figure for a tax purpose. 
But what about gifts whose 
v'aiue is hard to .set? Ted gave 
a charity auction some used 
furniture and office eq uipment 
he valued at $500 and deduct­ 
ed that amount from his tax­ 
able income But the tax man 
figured the items were worth 
$100, and denied the rest of 
the deduction W^hat can Ted 
do about it?

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Outfield To Bench

P 
ROFESSIONAL BASEBALL lost a potential 
commissioner and as events transpired, Colum­ 
biana County gained a judge when Raymond S. 
Buzzard of East Liverpool hung up his fielder’s 
glove in the early 30’s to pratice law in his home 
town. 
Baseball was his passion as a youth, and helped 
pay his way through college and law school. A zest 
for competition born in the dust of the sandlots 
coupled with his innate abilities made him a suc­ 
cessful trial lawyer. 
From this position, he ran successfully for 
judge of Common Pleas Court w hen the second 
judgeship was established in 1957. 
Judge Buzzard began his third six-year term 
Jan. I, some two weeks after his 65th birthday. This 
will be his last term, since by law the judgeship is 
closed to aspirants who would reach 70 before the 
term begins. 
“ I think it is a nice way to end up—as a judge,” the 
jurist philosophized. “Every lawyer would like to be a judge 
whether he admits it or not.” 


HE SAID HE found himself a captive of his work with 
more than he could handle and. when the judgeship open­ 
ing came, saw it as “ a good opportunity to get off the merry- 
go-round and get into this part of the work ” 
“ I would still be connected with the law and have my 
associations with the same lawyers,” he explained. “I have 
been very happy at Lisbon. Sometimes I miss the competition 
that exists in the trial of a case, but a1! the same time, that 
is the very thing that knocks the dickens out of you For a 
real thrill'there is nothing that equals winning a hotly con­ 
tested lawsuit.” 
Only the judge’s white hair tells on his age. but it adds 
distinction as he rests his head against the back of his black 
leather chair to reflect on some argument or testimony. 
He stands straight as an Indian chief when Bailiff Earl 
Booster cracks the gavel to call court into session. Under the 
black robe is a muscular, 190-pound frame. He spades his 
garden spring and fall, ignores the courthouse elevator and 
attends as many sporting events as he can. He is looking 
forward to the state baskeball tournament in Columbus. 


JUDGE BUZZARD runs court by clock and book

practicing attorney for 26 years, he has his own ideas about 
the preparation of cases and courtroom presence. 
The judge and his wife, 
the former Hilma John­ 
son, were classmates in high school. Married in 1934, they 
lived on Orchard Grove Ave. for three years. They have re­ 
sided since 1937 in the two-story brick home they built at 
2759 St. Clair Ave. “There were few’ homes there then, “he 
recalls. “ I hunted rabbits within sight of the house.” 
Judge and Mrs. Buzzard have a son, David, who is 
preparing for the state bar examination in March A graduate 
of Western Reserve University Law School, he was assistant 
to the dean of men at WRU and last fall worked in Cleve­ 
land for the Saxbe-for-Senator campaign 
Judge Buzzard was born Dec. 14, 1903, the first of nine 
children of David L and Mary Webb Buzzard. His father 
was a jiggerman 
and caster. The 
judge’s grandfather, 
Samuel Buzzard of Greensburg, Pa., came to Blast Liverpool 
after an unsuccessful attempt at homesteading in Iowa, and 
became master mechanic at the old Knowles, Taylor & 
Knowles Co. pottery. 


THE JUDGE’S sister and brothers are Mrs. Charles E. 
Bryson of Cannons 
Mills, Paul of East Liverpool, Mary Jane 
and Stuart in the family home on Crawford Ave,, Mrs. Olive 
Roush of Midland 
and Mrs. Eileen Everson of Grimms 
Bridge Rd Beulah, 7, died of diphtheria in 1912. Howard 
died nine years ago. 
A baseball diamond near the Buzzard home in the 
Klondyke section of East End was Raymond's playground 
as a youngster. He developed speed and a strong arm 
shagging flies for the older fellows. 
At 17, he was the youngest and only Blast Liverpool 
player on the city’s Man O’ War baseball team made up of 
players from Ambridge, Aliquippa and Pittsburgh, BYed 
Lehman of Salineville, a spitball specialist, was one of the 
pitchers.

Although elected captain 
for his senior year, the athletic department learned of his pro­ 
fessional status and would not permit him to play. He readily 
admitted having played for pay so he could get through col­ 
lege. 
The collegian worked summers at Crucible Steel plant in 
Midland and played semi pro ball with New Castle in the Ohio 
& Pennsylvania League and with the Cleveland Tellings semi­ 
pro club after being traded by New Castle. He had a trial 
with the Cleveland Indians when Tris Speaker was manager. 


TUB! BUSY student also earned money waiting tables in 
private dining clubs in the University Circle area, and worked 
nights for the Cleveland board of education as a community 
center director and basketball referee. 
Graduating from Adelbert in 1926—when the fourth year 
of college also counted as the first year of law school—Judge 
Buzzard stayed out of school for two years to play baseball 
and earn money to finish law school. In 1927, he played with 
B'airmount in the Middle Atlantic League, and in 1928 with 
the Youngstown team headed by Frank Mills, father of Jack 
Mills who is basketball coach at United High. 
Judge Buzzard passed the bar examination in September 
1930, three months after being graduated from Western Re- 
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serve. He went to work immediately in the office of the late 
W. H. Vodrey of East Liverpool. 
In the firm when he joined was William H. Vodrey Jr., 
who had been Raymond's classmate in public school. Donald 
D. Shay joined the firm in 1932, and the name became Vodrey, 
Vodrey, Buzzard and Shay (now Vodrey & Shay). 


ATTORNEYS Buzzard and Shay concentrated on general 
practice, while the Vodrevs engaged in legal work connected 
with their newspaper interests.

Superintendents during his terms were Martin Essex, 
now state superintendent of public instruction; W. G B’or- 
dyce, superintendent of Euclid Schools, and the late Ralph 
Betts.

“ I think it is a nice way to end up—as a jud g e/’ the 
jurist philosophized. “ Every lawyer would like to be a judge 
w hetter he admits it or not.” 


HE SAID HE found himself a captive of his work with 
more than he could handle and, w'hen the judgeship open­ 
ing cam e, saw it as "a good opportunity to get off the merry- 
go-round and get into this part of the work.” 


“ I would still be connected with the law and have my 
associations with the sam e lawyers,” he explained “ I have 
been very happy at Lisbon.

He stands straight as an Indian chief when Bailiff Earl 
Foster cracks the gavel to call court into session. Under the 
black robe is a muscular, 190-pound frame. He spades his 
garden spring and fall, ignores the courthouse elevator and 
attends as many sporting events as he can. He is looking 
forward to the state baskeball tournament in Columbus.

They have re­ 
sided since 1937 in the two-storv brick home they built at 
2759 St. Clair Ave “ There were few homes there then, “he 
recalls. “ I hunted rabbits within sight of the house.” 
Judge and Mrs. Buzzard have a son. David, who is 
preparing for the state bar examination in March A graduate 
of Western Reserve University Law School, he was assistant 
to the dean of men at WRU and last fall worked in Cleve­ 
land for the Saxbe-for-Senator campaign 
Judge Buzzard was bom Dec 14. 1903, the first of nine 
children of David L. and M ary Webb Buzzard. His father 
was a jiggerm an 
and caster. The judge’s grandfather, 
Samuel Buzzard of Greensburg. Pa , came to East Liverpool 
after an unsuccessful attem pt at homesteading in Iowa, and 
becam e m aster mechanic at the old Knowles, Taylor & 
Knowles Co. pottery. 


THE JUDGE’S sister 
and 
brothers are Mrs. Charles E. 
Bryson of Cannons 
Mills. Paul 
of E ast Liverpool, Mary Jane 
and Stuart in the family home on Crawford Ave., Mrs Olive 
Roush of Midland 
and 
Mrs. 
Eileen Everson of Grimms 
Bridge Rd. Beulah, 7, died of diphtheria in 1912. Howard 
died nine years ago. 
A baseball diamond near the Buzzard home in the 
Klondyke section of E ast End was Raymond's playground 
as a youngster. He developed speed and a strong arm 
shagging flies for the older fellows. 
At 17, he was the youngest and only East Liverpool 
player on the city’s Man O’ War baseball team made up of 
players from Ambridge, Aliquippa and Pittsburgh. Fred 
Lohman of Salineville, a spitball specialist, was one of the 
pitchers. The ex-players cross paths occasionally in Lisbon 
where Mr. Lohman is attendance officer for the county school 
system 
The judge played Centerfield for the Man O’ War nine 
and shared in whatever amounts the promoters could collect 
from the spectators. That was in 1921, the year he was grad­ 
uated from high school. 
His selection of the commercial course in high school 
proved a handicap and asset at the sam e time When his 
father encouraged him after graduation to go to college, 
Raymond had to return to high school to take subjects 
required for college entrance. He said this experience im ­ 
pressed on him the need for guidance counseling in high 
school. 
HOWEVER, he used his commercial training that year 
working afternoons and evenings for Orth Laboratory behind 


the old telephone office. As secretary-shipping clerk, he 
wrote the letters and packed and shipped the patent med­ 
icine” which was supposed to be good for what ailed you.” 
“ A coroner and an undertaker were among the stockholder 
directors,” he recalls. 
The young student enrolled in Adelbert College of West­ 
ern Reserve University in September, 1922, still short a course 
in advance math. 
He said he has a kindly feeling toward fraternities be­ 
cause of a personal experience. Pledged to Phi Gamma Delta 
as a freshman, his deficiency in math came to the attention 
of Carl Hartenfels, a WRU graduate who worked at General 
Electric and lived at the frat house. “ Hartenfels took an in­ 
terest in me and, with nightly coaching, helped me pass the 
course,” the judge said. 
He played on the Western Reserve baseball team as a 
freshman, sophomore and junior. Although elected captain 
for his senior year, the athletic departm ent learned of his pro­ 
fessional status and would not permit him to play. He readily 
admitted having played for pay so he could get through col­ 
lege. 
The collegian worked summers at Crucible Steel plant in 
Midland and played semi-pro ball with New Castle in the Ohio 
& Pennsylvania League and with the Cleveland Tellings semi­ 
pro club after being traded by New Castle. He had a trial 
with the Cleveland Indians when Tris Speaker was manager. 


THE BUSY student also earned money waiting tables in 
private dining clubs in the University Circle area, and worked 
nights for the Cleveland board of education as a community 
center director and basketball referee. 
Graduating from Adelbert in 1926—when the fourth year 
of college also counted as the first year of law school—Judge 
Buzzard stayed out of school for two years to play baseball 
and earn money to finish law school. In 1927, he played with 
Fairmount in the Middle Atlantic League, and in 1928 with 
the Youngstown team headed by Frank Mills, father of Jack 
Mills who is basketball coach at United High. 
Judge Buzzard passed the bar examination in September 
1930. three months after being graduated from Western Re- 
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serve. He went to work immediately in the office of the late 
W. H. Vodrey of E ast Liverpool. 


In the firm when he joined was William H. Vodrey Jr., 
who had been Raymond’s classm ate in public school. Donald 
D. Shay joined the firm in 1932, and the name became Vodrey, 
Vodrey, Buzzard and Shay (now Vodrey & Shay). 


ATTORNEYS Buzzard and Shay concentrated on general 
practice, while the Vodreys engaged in legal work connected 
with their newspaper interests Lawyer Buzzard’s work devel­ 
oped largely into trial work. “There is nothing more challeng­ 
ing,” he says. 
“ I think I first got the idea of being a lawyer from the 
late R. G. Thompson,” Judge Buzzard said. “ He was city 
solicitor, and used to stop and talk to me when I took care 
of his yard as a boy.” 
Twenty years later (1934-35), the former yardboy was 
city solicitor himself and handled the legal work connected 
with building City Hall. “City Engineer George Bloomgren 
and I made many trips to Columbus on the project” he re­ 
calls. 
A respected lawyer, Atty. Buzzard was a mem ber of the 
city board of education 1940-52. and served as president eight 
University, was constructed while he was on the board, and 
bond issues were passed to build E ast and Westgate Junior 
High Schools. 


Superintendents during his term s were Martin Essex, 
now state superintendent of public instruction; W. G For­ 
dyce. superintendent of Euclid Schools, and the late Ralph 
Betts. 


Judge Buzzard headed the third War Loan Drive in East 
Liverpool during World War II, and was president of the 
Chamber of Commerce 1955-56. 
Although a resident of St. Clair Ave for 31 years, he has 
remained active in Grace United Presbyterian Church, Vir­ 
ginia Ave , which he joined while in high school. He was a 
trustee 1930 48 and has been an elder since. 


He was in the group which established the Beaver Creek 
Camp for Steubenville and Mahoning Presbyteries. Judge 
Buzzard is on the Perm anent Judicial Commission of the 
Synod of Ohio.

Some tax laws favor charit­ 
able giving. By deducting gifts 
from taxable income during 
your lifetime, you m ay avoid 
certain taxes at death — es­ 
pecially when the gift is som e­ 
thing which has increased in 
value such 
as stocks, ra re 
books or jewelry. 


M arketable stocks are easy 
to figure for a tax purpose. 
But w hat about gifts whose 
value is hard to set'’ Ted gav e 
a charity auction som e used 
furniture and office equipment 
he valued at $500 and deduct­ 
ed that amount from his tax­ 
able income But the tax main 
figured the items were worth 
$100, and denied the rest of 
the deduction What can Ted 
do about it? 


THE LAW presum es that the 
tax man is right, and Ted 
would have to prove other­ 
wise. In Ted s case the char­ 
ity sold the gift in haste and 
realized only a part of the 
value he had set on them. 


When the Internal! Revenue 
Service challenged Ted s ap­ 
praised value, he proved that 
the auction was not for the 
true “ value.” It was not an 
exchange between “a willing 
buyer and a willing seller ” 
It was more like a forced sale 
Ted proved the original cost of 
his equipment, the cost to re­ 
produce it and the value put 
on it by others. Ted won his 
ease. 


O FTEN A gifts appraisal 
alone is not enough to satisfy 
the Internal! Revenue Service. 


The taxpayer should be ready 
to offer o tter evidence such 
as its insured value. T h i s 
would tend to show that the 
taxpayer had been willing to 
pay the higher premium to 
cover the item ’s worth 
For items received from an

estate tax will often bind the

When shopping for clothes, 
we expect that whatever we 
buy will stand up to normal 
wear and last for a reasona­ 
ble length of time. How can 
you tell how long a particu­ 
lar garm ent should last? The 
National 
Institute of 
I) r y- 
deaning feels there’s a given 
life expectancy for each gar­ 
ment. 
In its Fair Claims Guide 
for Consumer Textile Prod- 
uets, tte institute list a num­ 
ber of items and their life 
expectancy. For example, a 
housedress should 
last 
one 
year 
However, retailers say 
that tte length of time any 
garm ent lasts will depend on 
factors which aire generally 
controlled by the purchaser 
Contrary to a common be­ 
lief, price may have little to 
do with how' long clothes last. 
How tile item is cared for ana 
under 
what 
conditions 
it’s 
used are just as important. 
Retailers ask that custom­ 
ers pay special attention to 
tte care instructions on the 
articles they buy and follow 
those 
instructions 
carefully. 
I m p r o p e r 
laundering or 
c l e a n i n g procedures can 
greatly affect the lifetime of 
clothing. It is also necessary 
to rotate one’s wardrobe to 
get the most wear out of it. 
An article can tie worn out 
before its tim e by unrestrict­ 


ed use and unusually severs 
conditions of service. 
Repairs that must be made 
on an item arc considered in 
its life expectancy. For ex­ 
ample, 
a 
pair of women’s 
dress shoes and walking .-hoes 
should last two years, but re­ 
soling and reheeling at neces­ 
sary intervals are included in 
that estim ate. For many peo­ 
ple, the life of any garm ent 
may be longer than that list­ 
ed by the institute. The insti­ 
tutes' figures are principally 
the basis for claims. 
Women’s dress and sport 
blouses in white cotton should 
last three years; white -.syn­ 
thetics and colored blouses, 
two years. A basic dress has 
a life expectancy of f i v e 
y ears: an afternoon d r e s s 
three years and a street dress 
two year.

FOR BEAVER TRAPPERS who want to get all they 
can from their catch and want to get away from the ordi­ 
nary run-of-tiie-nuli food, liere are a couple delicacy hints. 
Remove all tile fat from the beaver carcass and soak 
it in salt water overnight Cut the carcass into serving pieces 
and parboil for 30 minutes with two bay leaves and four 
cloves Dram the meat and roll in seasoned flour. Fry in 
butter and bacon fat until golden brown. Home fried po­ 
tatoes and baked coni make excellent side dishes 
Another tantalizing dish is beaver tail soup, considered 
a delicacy by early Americans. To prepare the soup, re­ 
move the skin from the beaver tails and cut the meat into 
small cubes Soak them overnight in one and one half quarts 
of water, two cups of vinegar and two tablespoons of salt. 
Place the meat in a kettle with four quarts of boiling water 
and add one-half teaspoon of pepper, one and one-half tea­ 
spoons of salt, one bay leat, two cloves of minced garlic, 
three diced carrots, three stalks of diced celery and two 
onions (whole of diced). 
When the meat is done, add two cups of egg noodles 
arid one of drained peas. A can of mushrooms will add 
a little zing to the flavor. Simmer the mixture for about an 
hour.

I hey 
have no gills to strain oxygen from the water.

breathe air by means of nostrils situated on the top of the 
head. W hen “underwater, whales must close their nostrils 
and hold their breath. But whales do not stay very tong 
underwater, as they must rise again for air. This leads 
some to conclude that whales can not sleep underwater. 
One expert reports having seen a number ol whales tying 
on the surface for such a long time he concluded they were 
asleep. O ur picture at the top shows how this might be 
possible, for a whale's nostril would remain above water 
when he was floating on the surface.
